The following discrepancies in order of appearance were noted in the 
attached USAGE report on the .£• » MORTJOTB aeeting: 



a. No K0BNFE1D or KHONFBLD was mentioned in connection with Hungarian 
operations ran by USAGE. When MONT J0T3 stated that USAGE had 
several good sources In Gras, z_ a commented that he had heard 
of a certain (fun) 1CR0HBEHGEH, a retired police official, who he 
believed worked for USAGE in Gras and farniehed information on the 
Gras local picture. 



b. MONTJOTB and not C 2' mentioned USAGE’S Austrian-born wife and 
MONTJOYB explained that he had met USAGE through his wife. 



c. c J did not say that the results of USAGE** Hungarian operations 
were very poor. Be only stated that the U.S. was still very much 
Interested in Hungarian affairs and that USAGE alone could not be 
expected to supply all the information needed, especially as far as 
OB was concerned. 



d. C did not attempt to take over MONTJOYE "directly" or to 

Bcorolt him in any way. C 2 merely said that any comments 
MONTJOYE might have on Hungarians in Gras would be appreciated. 
jz □ certainly did not offer any funds to MOSTJOYE, neither 
in dollars not in any other currency ^but merely mentioned that 
he was known to have worked on the defection of Soviet officers 
in 1947.

SUBJECT; Alleged U3 Intelligence Competition 



1. In the evening of September 20, 1931, BE 1 had rushed 
from GRAZ to ay Salzburg office, where he could only apeak 
to XX 1, whom he informed on the followings 

2* On Wednesday, September 19, in the early afternoon, 

EE 1 was visited by an alleged Amerioan, 

personal description: approximately 5»8 w , # ^ ab ^y ^res 
believed to be 32 years old, slightly Semitic, 
stout, brown hair, wearing horn-brimmed spectacles, 
exceptionally large hands, spoke fluently German, 

who informed him that he came from a leading Amerioan 
intelligence (military) organization in SALZBURG, for whose 
branch at MUNICH also I (he gave full name) was working. 

He claimed that I was running a Hungarian intelligence line 
together with a certainT'SUTvhFELI) ,! "1br^^^a?ELD;,,aad that the 
results were very poor. He further claimed that I was a ^ermai 
citizen and my wife an Austrian. 

3. Ha claimed that EE l*s reputation with US intelligence 
was very high, and that he was therefore interested in taking 
over EE 1 directly. 

He wanted EE 1 to become active in getting itussian 
defectors (and claimed that US intelligence was informed 
that EE 1 for such work which had become known to the Soviets 
had had to leave VIS/OIA). He offered any necessary amount in 
dollars to EE 1, and wanted to give a deposit in dollars 
immediately to EE 1. 

EE 1 blankly refused. 

He now informed EE 1 that he would no more return to 
GRAZ, but would leave for the US via Sweden within Che 
next month. He hoped that EE 1 would change hi a mind. 






4. EE 1 returned to GrHAZ on September 21. He was 
anxious that his name would be drawn into intelligence 
affairs.

XX 1 informed me that he thought it necessary for ae to 
Interrupt my leave* because an urgent matter had come up. 

X arrived at Salzburg on Friday night* where I was informed 
by XX 1* called EE 1 by telephone to calm him and promised 
that I would try my beet to have this matter investigated.
